The first heart and lung transplant was per- 
formed in 1981, ami about 200 patients na- 
tionwide have received the dual transplant 
since, said John Pratt, director of the Ameri- 
can Heart Association in Boise. 

Call said Booth Carson has congenital 
heart disease. A hole in her heart allows 
blood to mix back and forth between both 
sides of Booth Carson’s heart where the 
blood is supposed to be kept separate, he 
said. 

Because of the hole, blood vessels in Booth 
Carson's lungs carry too much blood, causing 
• the right side of her heart and the blood ves- 
sels to wear out. 

”lt ends up being that the lungs get really 
overworked.” Cnll said. “To me it's amazing 
thal ( shc’s done as well as she lias for so many 
years.” 

A heart and lung transplant not only is dif- 
ficult, Call said, but the medications recipi- 
ents lake afterwards also arc numerous. And 
those medications cost $ 10.000 to SI 5,000 
annually, he said.

Storms bring relief to Southwest, severe weather elsewhere

Storms stretched across the central United States on Sun- 
day and thunderstorms and hail pounded parts of the East 
Coast ns a cold front remained stalled over much of the coun- 
try. 

Normally hot temperatures in the Southwest desert regions 
cooled off ns a front from northern Mexico brought showers 
and cloudy weather to New Mexico and Arizona. 

■ As the fronr hovered over the central Plains states, storms 
along the edges caused showers and thunderstorms. In Vir- 
ginia. golf-ball sized hail nnd torrential rain fell, with 4.5 inch- 
es of rain pouring down in a two-hour period in Shawsville. 

A severe thunderstorm watch was in place along the south- 
ern edge of the front in parts of Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Tennessee. 


A low pressure system moving through the Great Lakes re- 
gion also produced showers and thunderstorms from Michi- 
gan into Indiana. 

Heavier rainfall for the six hours up to 12 p.m. MDT in- 
cluded 3.05 inches in Greenwood, Miss.; 1.23 inches in 
Nashville. Tcnn.; 1.22 inches in Lynchburg, Va.; 1.45 inches 
in Green Bay, Wis.: and .75 of an inch in Escanoba. Mich. 

Six-month rain totals in Knoxville, Tcnn., marked the 
wettest season this century, with the 44.61 inches of rain from 
January through June breaking the 1875 record of 42.22 inch- 
es. The city’s normul yearly rainfall is 47. 1 4 inches. 

Morning lows were in the 50s"nrid 60s across much of the 
nation Sunday, with cooler temperatures in mountain areas.

Wallman has already presided over 
hearings in Boston and Denver. She 
will take the reams of suggestions to 
Washington for consideration. Some 
will be tested. Decisions will be made 
by 1996; in time for the 2000 census. 

While the federal government has 
always jpounicd people by race — and 
slaves as fractions of humans — since 
the country’s origins, it was bnly in 
1973 that ihcn-Sccrctary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Caspar Wein- 
berger became interested in the lack 
of government data on racial and eth- 
nic groups and decided to do some- 
thing about it. He and his staff de- 
vised the budget office’s Directive 1 5, 
which sets up the categories used to 
collect race and ethnic data. 

■ Now. with 17 years’ experience 
with the current rules, there is a 
groundsweil of noise from statistics 
professionals, minority activists and 
unaffiliated folks for change. 

What’s at stake? Self-esteem, said 
mdny of those testifying. But also 
pride. Money. Power. Votes. Rcdis- 
tricting. Legislative seats. Congres- 
sional scats. Voting rights. Money for 
schools. Bilingual ballots. Clout in 
Congress, Campaign funds. 

For some, like Kendra Wallace, her 
very identity. 1 

“I stand in front of the mirror of Di- 
rective 15, and 1 do not sec myself,” 
said Wallace, a Stanford doctoral can- 
didate. whose parents are white and 
black. She testified for Rcclass All 
Children -Equally (RACE), a group 
promoting a "biracial" category. 

If ever a moment challenged the 
notion of “race" as science, this hear- 


ing was it. Some lobbied for dropping 
"race" and substituting “ethnicity.’’ 
No suitable pigeonhole existed, for 
example, for Arab-Americans. They 
aren’t "white,” some say. But neither 
arc they “Asian; 1 ’ Some; ap; black. But 
most are not. ...- J ' " • • 

It was clear that "race" is a mostly 
political notion, social convention, 
term of art — and about as solid as a 
Dove Bar on a hot August sidewalk. 

The stretch and intensity of opin- 
ions reflected the great range of emo^ 
lion about race in the United States. 

John C. Cougill Jr., for instance, 
who is white, came from Eugene; 
Ore., to urge the government' to stop 
collecting statistics by race. 

"Racial data collection keeps 
racism alive,” Cougill said. "'Race' 
was used to identify individuals who 
deserved to be 'Slaves in American 
history, individuals who deserved to 
be sent to the ovens in Nazi history, 
and to identify individuals who de- 
served bad service at Denny’s restau- 
rants.” ’ 

But Gilbert E. Marlin, who is black 
and represented the International 
French Creole Cultural Society, en- 
tered a copy of the Creole Declaration 
of Frustration into the record. He 
wanted a finer degree of discrimina- 
tion: "We arc the oldest multiracial 
group on this side of the globe," Mar- 
tin said. "We are seeking our own box 
on the census as - a matter of right."

The ingredients in this dark chcmi- - 
cal soup most likely arc remnants of 
H cooled Comet mixed with stuff stirred 
up from the Jovian interior after cook- 
ing to 30,000 degrees Kelvin during 
impact, said Shoemaker. 

The comet chunk, as it plowed into 
the planet, was probably an "icy mud- 
ball," a mix of ice, rock and “tarry 
gunk" of undetermined porousness, he 
said. "My prejudice is that these things 
are not all that porous." 

Based on observations of the im- 
pacts so far, astronomers say the parent 
comet was as large as the more famil- 
iar Comet Halley — six miles in diam- 
eter — and that the major impacts arc 
releasing energy equal to many mil- 
lions of megatons of TNT. 

This is ihc first time that scientists . 
have been able to observe the collir 
s^ons of any two bodies in the solar 
systfcm, which was shaped by such vi- 
olent encounters.

Passengers leave ship after hearin g of disease

NEW YORK — Hundreds of. 
angry passengers bailed out of a 
Bermuda-bound cruise ship late 
Saturday after being notified at 
the last minute that at least three., 
passengers on an earlier cruise 
had contracted Legionnaires' 
disease. 

Crying children, shouting par- 
ents and crestfallen elderly passen- 
gers toting heavy luggage streamed 
off the Horizon cruise ship onto the 
Hudson River passenger pier at 
50th Street minutes after they were 
handed warnings about the risk of 
contracting the disease by ship 
managers. 

City Health Department inspec- 
tors conducted tests throughout the 
day aboard the Horizon, which is 
owned by Celebrity Cruises, before 
it set sail Saturday night. 

They concluded there was no 
need to quarantine the 1,500-pcr- 
son vessel, despite a strong possi- 
bility that passengers on a Horizon 
cruise that returned to New York 
July 2 had contracted 
Legionnaires' disease on board. 

Health Department spokesman 
Steven Matthews said the potential 
risk to passengers didn't warrant 
holding - up the ship. 

. “The risk to any passenger get- 
ting (the disease), if there is any 
risk, is low,” said Matthews.

Legionnaires’ disease was 
first identified after it killed 34 
men attending an American 
Legion convention in a 
Philadelphia hotel in 1976. 
The disease struck 221 con- 
ventioneers. 

The respiratory illness is 
caused by the Legionella pneu- 
mophila bacteria, wtiidi is found 
in soil and grows In water. ; 

It’s spread by small droplets 
of water, such as those generat- 
ed in air-conditioning systems. 

A widespread outbreak in 
Louisiana in 1990 was traced to 
a supermarket's vegetable mist- 
ing machine. Thirty-four people 
contracted the illness in that 
case, and two of them died. 

Other outbreaks have 
occurred in hospitals, hotels 
and work places, including 
several in New York City. 

None of the mass outbreaks . 
in this country has caused as 
many fatalities as the original 
Legionnaires’ case. Thirty peo- 
-ple died of the illness in a mass- 
outbreak in England in 1905. 

Each year, nationally, about 

50.000 people getlhe dis- 
ease, which can be treated 
with antibiotics. As many as 

1 .000 people die of it annually. 

The illness is characterized 

by a high fever, cough and 
congestion and muscle pain. 

The disease begins with the 
pneumonialike symptoms two 
to three days after exposure. 

Presence of the disease 
can be confirmed with a 
blood test. - 

The elderly, smokers and 
people with weak immuno- 
logical systems such as 
those with the AIDS virus or 
people undergoing radiation 
or chemotherapy to combat 
cancer are most likely to get 
the disease.

City plans to charge 
for trash by weight

OAKLAND PARK, Fla. — First, 
smart bombs and smart highways. 
Now: smart garbage pails? 

Oakland Park may become the first 
city in the United States to begin using 
sensors in garbage cans and computers 
in the dashboards of dump trucks in 
order to weigh homeowners’ garbage. 

. The idea behind the “weight-based" 
system of trash collection, currently 
used in parts of Europe and Canada: 
You pay only for the amount of trash 
you produce. 

“I have kids, and I put out three or 
four cans every time, and a little old 
lady across the street puts out one," 
said Oakland Park Vice Mayor Laync 
Walls. "Weighing the garbage is more 
fair. I support it.” 

The system could also encourage 
recycling, said Greg Gomez, city direc- 
tor of municipal services. 

“It’s a real- carrot,” he said. "If you 
had the opportunity to save money by 
recycling, wouldn 't you?” . 

Attempts to base trash fees on weight 
are a growing trend. Seattle, for example, 
experimented with Ijn,stalling scales and 
computer equipment in trash trucks but 


aborted the effort because it wasn’t cost- 
effective. Now, it's counting extra bags 
left in front of homes. Other cities arc 
also charging by the bag. 

But Oakland Park’s sensor system 
would go a technological step further. 
Here’s how the system would work' if 
the City Council goes along with it 
next week: 

Homeowners would get a special 
garbage can with a sensor the size of a 
50-cent piece implanted .inside. 
Sanitation workers would place the can 
on a special lifter on the back of the 
dump truck that weighs the garbage. 

The sensor would communicate the 
weight, via radio frequency, to a bat- 
tery-operated computer on the truck’s 
dashboard. The computer would auto- 
matically record the weight, and the 
homeowner would be billed appropri- 
ately at the end of the month. 

The system is so new it was just 
approved by the U.S. Bureau of 
Weights and Measures in May, said 
Mike Knaub, national sales manager 
for Schaefer Systems International in 
Charlotte, N.C. Schaefer is manufac- 
turing the system in a partnership with 
three other companies: Cardinal Scale, 
Texas Instruments and Baynes Lifter.

Thousands of Americans pocketed 
more than SI. 8 billion in food stamp 
benefits they were not entitled to 
receive last year — a record loss that 
the Agriculture Department blames on 
mistakes and fraud. 

In a reccnt letter to key members of 
Congnss, the Agriculture Department 
said that 8.29 percent of all food sump 
benefits went- to people who were ineli- 
gible or collected more than they were 
entitled to receive. 

At the same time, thousands of low- 
income people were denied benefits 
totaling $559 million because of mis- 
takes’mnde in running one of the feder- 
al government’s largest and most 
expensive welfare programs.

Since the beginning of the Clinton 
administration, federal spending on

to 47 today, according to information, 
obtained by.Wydcn’s office. 

Wyden said the growth in food 
stamp fraud and errors could damage 
the Clinton administration's efforts to 
reform the welfare system with a $9.3 
billion packagCdf education, training,- 
day care and work programs. 

Sen. Patrick Leahy, chairman of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, agreed. 
“Cutting waste and fraud out of the 
food stamp program should be the first- 
step in reforming welfare," lie said.

Microsoft agrees to change sales 
practices to settle antitrust probes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Microsoft 
Corp. said Saturday it will end prac- 
tices it used to comer the market for 
the programs that run millions of per- ( 
_$onal computers, resolving the highest 
profile antitrust case since the AT&T 4 
breakup a decade ago. 

Microsoft must change contracts that 
forced computer makers to use its pro- 
grams and eliminate some restrictions 
it imposed-on other software makers. 
The company is the largest creator of 
PC software with well-known products 
1 like Windows, Word and Encarta. 

“While the company fairly and lawful- 
ly climbed to the top of industry laddcr,.it 
used unfair and illegal practices to main- 
tain its dominant position," Attorney 
General Janet Reno said Saturday. 

The settlement,, worked out late 
Friday, "will prohibit the company 
from continuing to engage in monopo- 
listic practices in the future," Reno 
said. A federal judge must approve it. 
The Redmond, Wosh.-based compa- 
ny's business practices have been 
under review by U.S, agencies for four 
• years. Competition enforcement 
authorities of the European 
Commission began probing Microsoft 
a year ago and reached a similar agree- 
ment with the company. 

William Ncukom, senior vice presi- 
dent of law and corporate affairs for 
Microsoft, said the company agreed to 
the settlements to avoid protracted 
court battles. 

"We believe the terms are reason- 
able and it is a sensible time to pul this 
behind us and move forward," 
Ncukom said. 

He said Microsoft continues to 
believe it has never done anything 
wrong. 

“As wc have said from the begin- 
ning of the investigation .... Microsoft 
believes that it has always conducted 
its business in a perfectly legal fash- 
ion," Ncukom said. 

Microsoft chief executive William 
Gates said in a .written statement that 
the company was plcas&l to have set- 
tled on the same terms its separate dis- 
putes with the Justice Department and 
the European Commission. 

“Many of our customers do business 
on a global basis, and wc are pleased 
that we have resolved this in a manner 
that will enable them to continue to 
license software frota us easily and 
inexpensively throughout the world," 
Gates said. 

The most important change for the 
company is in the kind of contract it 
can make with PC malccrs like 
Compaq, Dell or Gateway to install its

WASHINGTON — * Neil 
Armstrong took the first, famous-step 
on the moon on July 20, 1969. 
Eugcnc Ccman took the last. 

After tracing his daughter’s initials 
— “TDC" — in' the lunar dust, 
Ccman scrambled aboard ihc Apollo 
17 moon lander along with crcwmatc 
Harrison Schmitt at 12:38 a.m. on 
Dec. 14, 1972. 

Armstrong — cool, aloof, stoic — 
will always be remembered for the first 
words from the moon’s surface: "The 
l Eagle has landed." The ebullient 
Ccman closed the hatch on his lunar 
module and, just before lift-off, uttered 
the last words from the moon. “OK," he 
said , rieL’s get this matiiri QUl otherc." 


And then it was over. 

The lunar soil remains undisturbed 
by anyone following in Ccrnan’s 
footsteps. And neither the United 
Stales, nor any other space-faring 
nation, has plans to send astronauts to 
the moon or beyond. 

The Apollo program, a political 
and technical triumph, has become an 
increasingly distant memory as tfic 
space agency commemorates the 25th 
anniversary of the first moon landing 
bn July 20, 1969. 

The U.S. Census Bureau estimates 
87 million Americans — one-third of 
-the population — have been born 
since Armstrong made his historic 
first step onto the lunar surface. 

The S25.4 billion Apollo program 
(S95 billion in 1990 dollars) was no 
flawless march to the moon, analysts 
say. Still, the Apollo ptograrp-had a 
verve and vision that a now middle- 
aged NASA has been trying to recap: 
turc since. Prodded by outside critics, 
internal review panels and outspoken 
agency chief Daniel Goldin, NASA 
has been struggling to reinvent itself. 

“I don’t think the country is ready to 
give NASA any big new assignment 
until it shows it can do a space station 
program, completes its'intemal recon- 
struction and once again Is an organiza- 
tion in which you can have some confi- 
dence," said John Logsdon, director of 
" the space policy program at George 
Washington University. 

There is little talk' of bold new ini- 
tiatives as the agency celebrates the 
Apollo 1 1 moon landing. 

The aim now is to keep a toehold in 
piloted space flight by finally building 
the space station and to mount , cast - 
cffcctivc robotic missions to further 
explore the solar system and beyond.

NASA hflS started what it calls 
Discovery missions, a class of robotic 
spacecraft each costing no more than 
$150 million.

Hopkins University Applied Physics 
Laboratory in Laurel, Md., is building 
a spacecraft to orbit a nearby asteroid.

Microsofl’sMS-DOS program was 
chosen for the first IBM personal com- 
puter, which went on sale in 1981. As 
other companies designed similar 
machines to compete with IBM, the 
Microsoft program became a dc facto 
standard and are now on about 80 per- 
cent of the world’s more than 1 50 mil- 
lion computers. 

Over time, the company began 
requiring PC makers to pay it a fee for 
every computer it produced, regardless , 
of whether it had the Microsoft operat- 
ing program.

Microsoft' attorney Ncukom, howev- 
er, said'it docs not expect the agree- 
ment to affect its revenues. The com- 
pany gets about one-third of its approx- 
imately $4 billion in annual revenue 
from operating systems. 

The government also forced 
Microsoft to loosen restrictions that 
impeded software companies from 
developing programs such as word 
processors or spreadsheets that work 
with operating systems other than MS-

common victims of violent crime in 
America, being raped, robbed or 
assaulted at five times the rate for 
adults 35 and older, the Justice 
Department said Sunday. 4

violent crime during 1992, the year the 
statistics wefe gathered, up 23 percent 
from 1987, when one juvenile in every 
17 was u victim. 

“These statistics are disturbing, and 
they are compelling proof that we must 
get the crime bill to President Clinton's 
desk," said Attorney General Janet 
Reno.

Congress in the classroom 
spells bad news for kids

Congress is about to grab □ far bigger 
share of power over'America’s public 
schools. The biggest losers will be Amer-’ 
ica's school children. 

The vehicle for this power grab is Scn : 
ate bill 1513. the 1994 Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act. This bill, 
championed by Sen. Ted Kennedy . D- 


Mass.. wourd’sHbsiuntially expand the 
federal government’s power over the cur- 
ricula of most Amcncari public schools. 

Through mandates and funding threats, 
the bill would force schools to adopt fed- 
eral standards and guidelines for teach- 
ing. It would tic a school’s federal fund- 
ing to the adoption of a number of liber- 
al-minded “reforms” - most contained in 
the "Goals 2000” legislation adopted ear- 
lier by Congress. 

S. 1513 would encourage schools to em- 
phasize soft-headed goals such as "self-es- 
teem” at the expense of basic learning. 

. For example., it directs local school 
boards to establish “timetables and strate- 
gics for developing gender equitable and 
multicultural instructional materials.” 
Meanwhile, the Senate version (the 
Mouse has already passed its own bill) 
refers to the “disproven theory that chil- 
dren must lirst learn basic skills before 
_engaging in more complex tasks.” It dis- 
courages “repetitive drill practice” at the 
supposed expense of “context-rich in- 
struction.'' It's outcome-bused education 
on a national scale. 

The federal education bill opens up a 


whole new area of federal mcddlingby 
mandating something called the “oppor- 
tunity to leam” standard. This standard, 
contained in both the House and Senate 
versions of the bill, would require feder- 
ally funded schools' to prove that funds 
arc being allocated “equitably” and 
“wisely." This provision vfbuld give 

"leaithfcrs* - umons _ and~othcr-advocaey — 
groups a legal club to demand spending 
for all sorts of programs unrelated to ba- 
sic education. 

This flexing of fiylcral power over edu- 
cation should come as no surprise. It's a 
. fact of political life that taxpayer money 
always comes-with strings attached. 
What government funds, it inevitably 
seeks, to control. As funding for publit 
cducation.has shifted from local taxpay- 
ers to state and federal taxpayers, control 
over schools has also shifted from local 
school boards to state legislatures and 
now to Congress. 

Centralization of education spells bad 
news for students. As control of educa- 
tion drifts further away from parents, po- 
litical agendas take priority over educa- 
tional quality. Ifs no coincidence that, 
during the last 30 years,, the quality of 
public education in America has declined 
as federal involverpcnt has grown. 

In the name of quality education, the 
Senate should vote down this latest cITort 
to expand federal power over how and 
what our children arc taught in school.

The movement to relieve cities and 
states from the heavy financial burden bf 
unfunded federal mandutes is picking up 
steam in the U.S. Senate. 

A Senate mandate reform bill, drafted by 
Dirk Kempthorne, R-Idaho, and John 
Glenn. D-Ohio, has made it to the floor and 
could be voted on this month. This vital 
piece of legislation deserves passage. 

Cities' such as Dallas have shelled out 
millions of dollars to meet stringent new 
federal guidelines without receiving any 
financial reimbursement from Washing- 
jWi, D.C. At least $20 million in Dallas’ 
operating budget this year is committed ' 
to 1 pay for unfunded federal mandates. 

Under the Kempthomc-GIcnn bill, the 
Congressional Budget Office will be re- 
quired to determine the state and local 
impact of all legislation approved by con- 
gressional committees. These bills then' 
can be stopped if the financial require- 
ments for compliance exceed S50 mil- 
lion. The proposed legislation also would 
require federal agencies to consult with 
local governments to determine how the 
impact of existing federal mandates coijld: 
be lessened. 


Critics of the Kemplhomc-Glcnn bill 
complain it is an underhanded way to 
throttle the Environmental Protection 
Agency, whose enforcement of the Clean 
Air and Water Act has cost municipali- 
ties billions of dollars. 

But the legislation has nothing to do 
with environmental regulation. The bill 
simply requires Congress to act responsi- 
bly when it approves rules that overbur- 
den state and local budgets. 

- While 57 senators are co-sponsoring 
the Kcmpthomc-Glenn bill, proposed re- 
visions to the legislation threaten hopes 
' for speedy approval. 

One amendment would extend the re- 
view to federal mandates for the private 
sector as well. This addition is neither 
practical nor appropriate. 

It is important that the Senate stay fo- 
cused on the key issue - the harsh impact 
that federal mandates have had on local 
taxpayers. Thanks to the hard work of 
Sen. Kempthorne and an endorsement 
from President Clinton, relief is now 
closer than ever.

No longer do criminals set curfews; they 
don’t keep people from coming and going; and 
their open-air drug sales have decreased signifi- 
cantly. Yet, .serious crime problems remain, in 
part because our public-safety strategics arc 
consistently attacked by well-intentioned, but 
misguided, lawyers at the ACLU. 

Wc tried to prevent drug dealers from setting 
up shop in our units by requiring iill .visitors to 
show photo IDs, so the identities of everyone in • 
the complexes at a given time would be on 
record. The ACLU lawyers thwarted this plan, 
calling it unfair After all, guests in non-pubjic 
housing aren’t required to prove their identities. 

Wc set curfews, forcing all visitors to leave 
by midnight We found many of the male “visi- 
tors” had been living there for years with fami- 
lies, without being on the lease. But the ACLU 
has prevented us from maintaining the curfews. 

Our policy was encouraging marrioge: The 
curfews sent many of these men into my office, 
complaining that they wanted to stay with their 
children and common-law wives, but couldn’t 
afford to get married. So wc held a fund-raiser 
and a mass wedding for 1 8 couples. t 

I first organized “building sweeps," in which 
police arc authorized to look for weapons with- 
out a warrant, after gang members intimidated 
workmen from installing child-guards on win- 
dows in the Robert Taylor Homes in 1993. The 
gangs sprayed the project superintendent’s car 
with automatic-weapons fire. 

My reason was simple: If criminals fire ran- 
domly at people, at cars, and out of windows, it 
is no different from a bomb threat With a bomb 
threat, you look everywhere you can to save 
lives; you don’t Wait for a search warrant. 

Last April, a federal judge sided with the 
ACLU in banning the search for weapons ex- 
cept in "emergencies." Believe me, wc will be 
having more emergencies; 

No one should be surprised by conditions in 
public housing. When children sec adults wait- 
ing for welfare checks, children having chil- 
dren, men sneaking in after dark, and the drug 
culture, they grow up thinking these arc normal. 

For a young girl in these communities, it’s a 
rite of passage: Havc a baby as soon as possible, 
get your green card and public-housing unit and 
food stamps - and you’re home free. 

But when we break up the concentrations of 
welfare recipients by mixing new private busi- 
ness development with low-income families, on 
amazing tiling happens. At Lake Pare Place, 
where wc put people witty regular jobs in living 
arrangements alongside the same number of 
families on welfare, the results were better than 
wc could havc imagined: Now wc have no van- 
dalism, no graffiti, and almost no serious crime. 
Moreover, 20 percent of the families who shin- 
ed out on welfare now havc members working 
at full-time jobs. Lake Parc Place has become a 
rental bargain for working families. 

Most Chicago public-housing residents sup- 
port our efforts to reduce crime and restore ^elf- 
respect to Inner-city neighborhoods. No one 
wants to live in fear. Yet, many government bu- 
reaucrats and ACLU lawyers reject the steps 
we’ve taken in Chicago public housing without 
offering creative solutions of their own. Perhaps 
this is because they don’t have to live with the 
consequences of allowing the downward spirpl 
to continue. We do.

EREZ CROSSING, Gaza Strip (AP) — In the worst out- 
break of violence since Palestinians gained autonomy, 
Israeli troops tind PLO police exchanged fire Sunday dur- 
ing a riot by thousands of Palestinians unable to get to jobs 
in Israel. 

Two" Palestinians were killed and 90 wounded, including 

set fire to a gas station, torched buses' 'in* paikin^lot and 
looted a cement factory. 

Three Israeli soldiers and a civilian were also wounded 
by gunfire and dozens of other troops were hurt by stones 
in the melee, which strained already fragile Isracl-PLO 
relations. 

Israeli and PLO officials blamed each other. But senior 
PLO and Israeli officers met within houis of the riots to try 
and restore cooperation, and the rhetoric was surprisingly 
restrained. The autonomy agreement signed in May is 
vague on dealing with confrontations between Israeli 
troops and PLO police.

GOMA, Zaire (AP) — Terrified by 
gunfire, Rwandan refugees stampeded 
across the border on Sunday and up to 
SO people, most of them children, 
were trampled to death, witnesses 
said. Rwandan government soldiers 
fleeing their last strongholds joined 
the exodus. 

As many as ) million refugees had 
crossed into Zaire by the end of the 
day, ahead of advancing rebels who 
have captured virtually the entire 
country. Chaos and anarchy took over 
Goma, the border city. 

Heavy machine-gun fire filled the 
air, and mortar shells exploded near 
Gcma’s tiny airport, putting a halt to 
desperately needed aid flights. 

Refugees wore not being fired on, 
although many were robbed at gun- 
point by Zairian soldiers. 

Relief workers were unable to cope 
with what one called “the exodus of a 
nation,” with little food and a critical 
shortage of water raising fears of epi- 


demics and riots. 

'“Goma is out of control," said 
Panos Moumtzis, a spokesman for the 
U.N,- High Commissioner for 
Refugees. “We feel defeated and 
exhausted. It’s a nightmare." 

Three mortar shells hit near Goma’s 
airport on Sunday and one landed just 
off the runway. French military 
spokesman Col. Jacques Roussel said 
it was not clear who fired the mortars. 

In Kigali, the Rwandan capital, 
U.N. commander Gen. Romeo 
Dallaire would say only that the shells 
came from the east, implying they 
were fired by the rebels. He also said 
they were fired from within about a 
mile of Goma. 

The rebels “are plowing right down 
that border," Dallaire said. 

The gunfire triggered the border 
stampede. A Sygma photographer, 
Charles Caralini, who was at the bor- 
der shortly afterward, said he saw 30 
to 50 bodies, most of them children.

Seized plutonium came from Russia 

BERLIN — Weapons- grade plutonium seized in Germany this spring — 
the first known case of fissionable material falling into unauthorized hands 
— originated at a plant in Russia, German media reported Sunday. 

One report said German intelligence sources believe high-ranking 
Russian officials were involved in lhe smuggling. • 

The one-fifth of an ounce of plutonium, discovered by police May 10 in 
a search for counterfeit money in the western state of Baden- 
Wuerttcmbcrg. is not enough to build a bomb but sufficient to poison a 
water supply. ... 

But its existence, publicized by FBI director Louis Freeh Uus month dur- 
ing a visit to Moscow, has caused alarm among authorities womed that 
such materials could fall into the hands of terrorists or outlaw stales. 

Freeh and CIA director R. James Woolscy, who spoke in Berlin earlier 
this month, both say they consider such nuclear smuggling among the most 
dangerous security threats in the post -Cold War world. 

The plutonium, bound together with 2 ounces of a mcrcury-bascd prepa- 
ration, was found in a container in the garage of businessman Adolf Jackie 
in the town of Tcngen, ARD said. 

Serb leaders urge peace plan rejection 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — Bosnian Serb leaders on Sunday urged 
their parliament to reject an international peace plan and called on Bosnian 

Serbs to prepare for all-out war. ..... 

Rejection by the parliament, which is scheduled to vole on the issue 
today, would almost certainly lead to intensified fighting and possibly to a 
withdrawal of U.N. peacekeepers. . . , _ ..

Mexicans 
expect fraud 
in election 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Inocencia 
Cordero remembers when teachers 
threatened to bar her children from 
school if she did not vote for the ruling 
party’s presidential candidate. 

Her daughter, Mikaila Romero, still 
seethes over the fraud she believes 
robbed her candidate of the presidency 
six years ago, in an election even many 
officials hardly bother to defend. 

"They don’t take us into account,” 
said Ms. Romero, who operates a fruit 
sand at the huge Jamaica market in cen- 
tral Mexico City. 

“They are all corrupt, pigs," her sister, 
Delfuu, said from a neighboring stall-. — 
The family's feelings, echoed by 
shoppers and vendors, are common as 
Mexico approaches the Aug. 21 presi- 
dcntial'clection. 

Polls indicate many Mexicans — per- 
. haps most of them — expect a dirty 
election, despite an expensivo program 
of reforms undertaken by the govern- 
ment. 

"No matter what the poll, the figures 
are more or less the same," said Lorenzo 
Meyer, a prominent historian and politi- 
cal analyst ’’People who doubt the hon- 
esty of the election outnumber those 
who arc sure (the election) will be 
impartial, just honest" 

So great is the skepticism that 
President Carlos Salinas de Gortari 
promised publicly in June to “transfer 
the power of the federal executive to 
whoever triumphs in the elections.” 

That was front-page news in a coun- 
try whose last peaceful electoral change 
from one party to another occurred early 
. in the last century. The Institutional 
Revolutionary Party, or PRI, has con- 
trolled the government since its fdund- 
ing in 1929 and a change is almost 
unthinkable to many Mexicans. 

Even Salinas' chosen successor, 
•Ernesto ZediUor has avoided vouching 
for the quality of his sponsor’s victory in 
1988 over Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, who 
is running again this year. 

The director of the Federal Electoral 
Institute, Arturo Nunez, has admitted j 
that officials chose to “crash the system" 
in 1988 when early computerized 
returns showed Cardenas ahead. 

The final results reported by the PRI* 
dominated election commission showed 
Salinas squeaking by with just over 50 
percent of the vote. Cardenas, then run- 
ning as candidate of the leftist National 
Democratic Front, came in second with 
31 percent. 

PRI legislators used their congres- 
sional majority this month to kill a pro- 
posal to investigate the computer failure.

Saddam extends peace to Arab neighbors 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — In an 
opening to his Arab neighbors, Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein said 
Sunday he was prepared to extend the 
hand of peace even to leaders who 
fought him during the Gulf War. 

But there appeared to be little 
chance that the leaders of Saudi 
Arabia and othdr Gulf states were 
willing to improve relations with Iraq, 
which they have treated as a pariah 
since the 1990-91 Gulf crisis sparked 
by the invasion of Kuwait. 

"The doors of Iraq are still open for 


positive interaction should there be 
such an intention," Saddam said in a 
speech broadcast nationally in Iraq. A 
text was made available to The 
Associated Press in Amman, Jordan. 

"We reiterate that we offer pcaic 
and security to whoever needs them, 
including rulers who harmed us, if 
this benefits our nation," Saddam 
said. 

He clearly was aiming his remarks 
at Saudi Arabia and other Gulf 
nations that joined in the U.S.-led 
..international coalition that expelled 


Iraqi troops from Kuwait. 

“Reassurance which is secured by 
positive relations ... cannot be 
replaced by all the llccis and ptedges 
of the foreigners," Saddam said, 
adding: "The protection of ihe for- 
eigner and subordination to him is 
shameful." 

He was referring to Western war- • 
ships that patrol the Gulf and enforce 
sanctions against Irtiq — and to indi- 
vidual defense agreements several 
Gulf Arab nations have signed with 
the United States and Britain.

Twin Falls considers 


another rim moratorium

TWIN FALLS - The Twin Falls 
City CouncU'will consider imposing 
another temporary moratorium on de- 
velopment of property along the 
Snake River or Rock Creek canyons. 

The City Council will' meet at 6' 
p.m. tonight at Twin Falls City Hall. 

The 120-day moratorium would put 
on hold applications for permits or 
zoning changes, subdivision plats and 
any variance or modification of the 
minimum 100-foot building setback 
for any property on thc canyon rims. 
But, the moratorium is not intended to 
affect the status of any application 
submitted prior to the effective date 
•of themoratorium ordinance. 

The council members contest that 
the current zoning and subdivision or- 
dinances are-inadequate to readdress 
concerns of appropriate development 
. _ standards -for_ca nyoa. rim_de vc 1 op - 
-mcnt. Without these standards, there 
t$ an imminent danger to public 
health, safety and welfare, they say. 

The council anticipates that it will 
be 120 days before the canyon rim 
studies will be complete and public 
hearings can be held for the adoption 


of amendments to the zoning and sub- 
division ordinances. 

Also at the meeting, the council will 
discuss ways to assure that public fa- 
cilities built by developers' have 
“good quality and long-term durabili- 
ty.” One option is establishing a citi- 
zen review board to aid in reviewing 
’all development standards, ineluding 
streets, curbs, gutters, sidewalks, wa- 
ter and sewer lines, and storm drain 
facilities. 

The second option is instructing the 
city manager and the city attorney to 
develop a new section of the city code . 
that would require impact statements 
before any standard is changed or 
modified. ■

cil will discuss a proposed property 
lease and development on land locat- 
ed between the entrance road and.Jhe 
taxiway at the Twin Falls and Sun 
Valley Regional Airport.

Quest for water hurts 
industries in region 


SEATTLE (AP) — At the Pike 
. Street Market, camera-clutching 1 
tourists still marvel at the "salmon 
toss" \yhcrc vendors hurl the glistening 
fish across aisles to have them 
. wrapped for sale. 

Piles of the fabled fish, stacked like 
cords of wood on ice, give no hint that 
the Pacific salmon is'in a slate of crisis. ' 

"We’ve got plenty of fish,” assures 
Harry Calvo, 46, who has been hawk- 
ing salmon ever since he came back 
from Vietnam, 

But the bustle at the market belies 
the turmoil and urgency that' surrounds 
the Northwest’s most famous fish. If 
something isn’t done, say environmen- 
talists and fishermen, the Pacific 
salmon might disappear. 

Alaska and Canadian salmon still 
are abundant. But along the Columbia 
RiVer, where once 16 million adult 
^ salmon swam each year, it is another 
story. There were only 1.2 million 
adult Columbia River salmon found 
last year and most of them came from 
hatcheries.

Interior to release report on water spreading 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Department of Interior’s 
Office of Inspector General is 
expected to release a report soon 
on thc irrigation of ineligible 
lands, referred to as water spread- 
ing- 

The Bureau of Reclamation 
defines water spreading as the 


“unauthorized use of federally 
developed project facilities or 
water supplies on lands not 
approved. by Reclamation for 
such.” 

A rigid policy to end water 
spreading would havc -a drastic 
impact on agriculture in the 
Northwest. 


- Many farmers could be cut off 
from their water supply. Thc 
Oregon Water Resources 
Congress has worked proactively 
to reauthorize lands to clear up 
ambiguity surrounding water 
spreading and seek solutions that 
arc fair and equitable to Oregon 
agriculture.

A declarer with his sights on a 
maximum number of overtricks 
thrashes away at today's spade 
suit He gets nothing. Another de- 
clarer plods along with his club 
suit. He gets game, rubber, and 
an overtrick ps wclL 

The declarer who tries for five 
spade tricks wins the first heart, 
cashes his spade ace and takes a 
losing finesse to dummy’s spado 
jack. East wins and switches to di- 
amonds, and declarer begins to 
feel the impending danger. Dum- 
my’s king wins and the spade king 
is cashed, but when the suit does 
not split 3-3, the game la out of 
reach. With his greedy try for five 
spade winners and two overtricks, 
South limits himself to seven win- 
ners and two down. 

The declarer who settles for a 
sura 10 winners instead of a possi- 
ble 11 puts his focus on the solid 
club suit instead of the porous 
spade suit 

At trick two, be leads a dub to 
dummy’s queen and East’s kin$. 
East switches to diamonds, but it 
does little harm. Dummy wins, 
Lhrt-club continuation knocks out 
West’s ace, and South can claim 
his sure IQ, v^nners. 

Unless you’ve contracted for 11 
tricks, a sure 19 winners are al- 
ways better than a doubtful 11.

TWIN FALLS — What do you buy before, 
you try?

For many, pantyhose make good health sense

. TWIN FALLS — There arc some good 
reasons to wear pantyhose, said Dr. David 
Becker, a Twin’ Falls plastic surgeon. 

“I think people who have trouble with 
varicose veins, or those who are on their 
feet a lot," benefit from wearing support 
hose, he said. 

The gradient-type support hose can also 
help those with "spider veins" in their 
legs. The package will usually say 
whether the hose are the gradient type, or 
the kind that puts more pressure on the 
lower leg than the upper leg. 

“It’s very important to wear that type 
for vascular problems," Becker said. 

The gradient pressure "tends to help 


•milk the blood back up the leg,” Becker 
said, and are good for those with poor cir- 
culation. 

Unfortunately, Becker says, “It seems 
like every woman I’ve seen (with this 
problem) got tight knee-highs, which 
made it worse." 

Often nylons that arc designed to go 
only as high as the lop of the calf cause 
more problems for the wearer, Becker 
said. 

"Below the knee you might see a band 
of elastic itiaterial — that acts like a 
tourniquet, and that impedes the blood 
flow on the leg." 

The" belter gradient-type hose are avail- 
able at local department stores, Becker 
said.

Jody Craig at Twin Falls Clinic and Hospi- 
tal says she got used to the support hose when 
she worked as a nurse, and simply "switched 
colors,” when she changed jobs. “It’s part of 
life.” Craig said. "If you buy good support 

hose that look good, they last." ~ 

• "I .feel like I've been set free,” said Jeanne 
Schlaugcnhauf, director of the Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service of Twin Falls. "I 
couldn't stand ihr-restrictive nature of the 
pantyhose — so I wear thigh-highs." They’rc 
cheaper and they 'don’t have a lot of the prob- 
lems of their longer, attached cousins, she ex- 
plained.

Lydia Justice Edwards, Idaho’s two-tenn 
• Republican state treasurer is spittin’ mad. 

"I’m trying to bring Hanes to their knees." 
she said. "They’rc cheating women. When 
you open the package it’s cither no good or 
gone in 10 minutes."

Edwards, who has been dubbed The Ralph 
Nader of Pantyhose, has Nader in her comer 
and has been asked, by the Federal Trade 
Commission to come up with a proposal for - 
labeling guidelines and minimum quality 
standards. 

Men don't -get that kind of poor quality 
from a pair of socks, Edwards argues, and . 
women shouldn't have to part with so much of 
their hard-earned cash to clothe their led. ei- 
ther. 

"As we cam more money, a line is Conning 
to take it away from us. We don't have time to 
sample for quality. Why should we do -their 
quality control for them? They take (our mon- 
ey) away so easily," she fumed. 

"1 just wish men got to have the experi- 
ence.” said Pat Saras, a Twin Falls veterinari- 
an. "It’s something that should be shared. So- 
ciety puts this upon us and they should be able 
to share the experience. I think sharing is good 
and it’s politically correct right now."

You know you’ve crossed Ihc line 
from casual to sloppy when you feel 
obliged to apologize for the way you’re 
dressed when the boss or an important 
client drops by unexpectedly. Or when 
you feel embarrassed to accompany the 
boss or that client to an impromptu 
lunch at a decent restaurant. 

So how do you dress up your jeans 
for. work? 

You make sure they arc clean, neat 
and pressed, for starters. Ripped or 
frayed jeans may be cool at the pool, 
mall or club, but they’ll get you into 
hot water at the office. Too-tight jeans 
arc another no-no. That's not the way 
you want to attract attention in the 
workplace. 

Better choices are fdllcr “relaxed 
cut” jeans, pleated styles and classic 
five-pocket jeans. These can be had for 
as little as $15 al a factory outlet — or 
for more than SI 50 from a designer 
boutique. The price difference general- 
ly has more to do with cachet than 
quality. Oversized hip-hop jeans that 
hang from the hips and puddle at the 
ankles arc out for the office. So arc 
styles cut so narrow that they need zip- 
pers down the legs. 

•Darker shades are dressier than the 
bleached and faded look — and may 
last longer because the jeans haven’t 
been subjected to as many fading treat- 
ments that can weaken the fabric. 

Once you’ve got the right jeans, put 
a little thought into the rest of your out- 
fit. Don't wear your office jeans with 
T-shirts emblazoned with rock stars, 
beer cans or suggestive slogans; with 
shoulder-baring lank tops or belly-bar- 
ing crop tops; or with beach sandals or 
sneakers. 

There arc a lot of classier options, 
starting with the plain white T-shirt. 
Designer Calvin Klein rarely wears 
anything else with his jeans — or his 
suit, for that matter — and always 
looks sharp. 

Other T-shirts that work arc solid- 
color styles in cotton, rayon or silk; 
styles with a ribbed or pique texture;

When putting together a jeans 
outfit for the office, balance casu- 
al comfort with good taste and 
common sense. Here arc tips for 
achieving the right look and 
avoiding the wrong look:

Avoid tees that arc tight or over- 
sized. For women, the bodysuit is a 
handy alternative as it stays tucked-in 
and smooth. And a vest will make any 
T-shirt look dressier. 

Men also may opt for knit polo 
shirts; short- or long-sleeved sport 
shirts in cotton, rayon or silk; and 
this year's fashion favorite, the 
band-collar shirt. These come in sol- 
id, colors, fun prints and stripes. 
There’s also that casual-Friday clas- 


sic, -the-denim- or chambray shirt, 
worn with an expressive lie. 

• Similarly, for women, the combina- 
tion of silk shirt and jeans has become 
a classic. Almost any blouse can be 
teamed with jeans — so long as it’s not 
too bare, too sheer or too tight. Long,, 
tunic-style tops are a good choice for 
camouflaging a bulging rear, hips or 
thighs. 

When designer Ralph Lauren 
wants to dress up his jeans for a spe- 
cial occasion, he wears a tuxedo. No 
peed to go quite that far at the office 
— but do have a jacket, blazer or 
sportcoat handy. Throw it on if a 
client drops by, a meeting is called 
or you’re invited to lunch. Nothing 
dresses up jeans faster — • for women 
as well as men. * . 

For summertime casual days, light 
and bright colors and navy arc appro- 
priate for jackets, in cotton, linen, silk 
and tropical wool. 

No matter how smart your jacket, 
you'll spoil the effect if you're wearing 
flip-flops or’ sneakers — or trendy 
shoes such as platform sandals or 
clunky workboois. 

Western bools may seem like the ob- 
vious choice with jeans. If that's your 
stylc#.go ahead — provided the leathers 
and detailing aren’t too flashy. Save the 
rhinestone-cowboy bools for the week- 
end. * 

As corporate dress codes have re- 
laxed, many footwear manufacturers 
have come up with appropriate “dress 
casual” styles for men. These soft-sole 
shoes include slip-on and lace-up styles 


in leather, deerskin and suede. Black, 
brown an<( tan shades complement 
jeans; burgundy is too formal. 

Loafer and lacc-up styles also work 
for women. So do low to mid-heel 
pumps. Spike heels? Forget it. 

Backless slides, or mules, arc in 
vogue this summer. They can work 
with office jeans, provided the hcols 
arc not too high. Wilji sandals, the key 
is to avoid really bare and slip-on 
styles. Look for wide straps, toe cover- 
age and a strap around ihc heel. Dark, 
bright and earth tones are fine; skip 
pastels and white. 

, Select other accessories* with care: a 
leather belt for your jeans, refined jew- 
elry, a classy silk scarf, a good handbag 
or briefcase. 

Finally, if you know you’ve got an- 
important meeting scheduled, or out- • 
side appointments or lunch at a good 
restaurant, dress appropriately — even 
if it means giving up the casual com- 
fort of jeanji for the day.

Rocky Mountain

Florian Masson enjoyed walking-

But on one of those walks, he 
picked up a silent companion — the 
tick. that gave him Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. 

53. a telecommunications, 
traffic engineer for Alltel Corp., died 
July 4 after a week of high fever and 
headaches.

There, nurses noticed a rash on his 
feet,’ and a doctor found a live tick 
nestled in the fold of his car.

His is the only death from Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever reported so 
far this year in North Carolina, the 
state that routinely has the highest 
number of eases in the country. 

Masson, a native of Montreal who 
had lived in California for 22 years

before moving to North Carolina last 
year, didn't know about the deadly 
tick-borne disease. Neither did his 
wife, Otcryl. 

“Even now, if you tell me my hus- 
band died from Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, it seems insane,” 
Cheryl Masson said this week. 

“I want it to be called cancer or a 
heart attack because that 1 can 
understand. I. don’t understand 
Rocky Mountain spoiled fever. I’ve 
'heard about Lyme disease. I’ve 
never heard of this: I didn’t even 
know it existed." 

Lyme disease, which also causes 
‘ flu-like symptoms, is transmitted by 
deer ticks and is most prevalent in 
the Northeast, where it was first 
■ reported in 1975. The most recog- - 
nizable symptom is rash, resembling 
a bull’s-eye. Unlike Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever, Lyme dis- 
ease is not fatal but it can cause 
chronic problems, such as arthritis. 

Cheryl Masson listed her hus- 
— band's cause of death in his obituary - 
"with the hope that somebody would 
see it and perhaps it would save 
another life.” 

"You have :* jku-of people like my 
husband who are totally unsuspect- 
ing about ticks,” she said. “What 
people aren’t aware of is that Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever does not just 
happen when you go camping in the 
mountains. It is a backyard disease.” 

Rocky Mountain spotted fever is 
caused by rickcttsia, a microorgan- 
ism similar to bacteria, transmitted 
by a tick bite. Many different kinds 
-of ticks live in tall grasscs.and 
• underbrush, but only the American 
dog rick transmits Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, and few of those ticks 
arc infected. 

Last year, there were 450 eases of 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever in the 
United States. 

Health officials don't know why 
North Carolina has so many cases.

“Usually if you get treated in the 
first four to five days after you 
develop symptoms, you’ll recover,” 
he said.

their two sons, Robert, 15, and 
Andre, 1 1, planned to move to a new 
house. They had transferred to the 
Charlotte area last September from 
the San Francisco Bay area. 

On June 29, Masson went to the 
doctor with a temperature of 104.7 
degrees, Cheryl Masstin said. 

His doctor suspected a sinus infee- , 
lion and gave him an antibiotic, but 
it didn't help. Masson was back at 
the doctor’s office June 30 dbd July 
I. still with a high temperature. 
After X-rays and blood tests, the 
doctor 1 said he had an “acute virus” 
and made arrangements for him to 
be s'ecn again July 3. 

But, on July 2, the day after 
they moved, Cheryl Masson said, 
her husband couldn’t even get out 
of bed. She called an ambulance 
and rushed to the emergency 
room. 

There, she said, nurses began ask- 
ing her husband if he’d been bitten 
by a tick. It was the first time she 
remembers hearing about Rocky . 
Mountain spotted fever. A doctor 
then found the tick in Masson’s ear. 

“Within hours, he was delirious. 
Then he started having seizures,” 
said Cheryl Masson. 

“It was so quick. So vicious. 
That’s the only word I can think of. 
Vicious.” ’

Replacing anterior cruciate ligaments has 
become the hottest thing in orthopedics

If you’re a twentysomething Week- 
end jock, the chnnccs are good that you j 
know what an anterior cruciate liga- 
ment is. ; 

If you're in your 30s or 40s or 50s, 
and you ski or play recreational basket- 
ball or softball tor volleyball, the 
chances are getting better and better 
that you have had a tom ACL repaired. 

And if -you f re - a youngster- whose - 

school has a multipurpose room where 
you run and dodge and twist on a syn- 
thetic surface, even you might have 
torn the ligament — and a piece of 

bone along with it; : : 

Tom anterior cruciate ligaments arc 
one of the most common sports 
injuries, and ligament replacement — 
usually with a tendon from the patient 
or from a cadaver — has become the 
hottest thing in orthopedics, parttfcular- 
ly since the development of arthroscop- 
ic surgery. 

.Jcrrod Vickers, a ^^year-old week- 
end, soccer player who also accepts 
about any invitation to play racquetball 
err basketball or anything else, is recov- 
ering from his second ACL replace- 
ment 

"I think I'm going to start swinging a 
golf club from now on,” he joked a few 
weeks ago as he sat in a rediner with 
his bandaged left leg propped on a bed 
pillow. H|is right knee slip had “NO" 
written in black marker, evidence of 
his surgery a day earlier. 

Wichita, Kan., orthopedic surgeon 
Kenneth Jansson, who operated on 
Vickers, estimates that 160,000 cruci- 
ate replacements _are done each year in 
the United State's. "We do anywhere 
from six to nine a week here, just in my 
office." 

The anterior cruciate ligament, about 
the width of a little finger, is one of the 
main ligaments in the knee. It runs 
from the back of the femur, or thigh- 
bone, to the front of the tibia, or shin- 
bone. “They give the knee stability, 
front to back,” Jansson says. 

Normally, when the leg straightens, 
the knee turns slightly, says sports 
physician Mary Lynch. Without the 
cruciate to stop it, the knee would keep 
right on sliding, destroying the menis- 
cus, or the knee’s protective cartilage. 
"The best way to save a knee is to keep 
your cruciate intact," she says. 

Being fit and being flexible won't 
protect you from injury. Lynch says. 
“If you get your leg in the wrong posi- 
tion at the wrong time, you can tear 
your anterior cruciate.” 

Lynch calls a tom ACL “an out-of- 
control injury" that occurs when an 
athlete tries to stop and change direc- 
tion at the same time, as in dodging a 
tackle or keeping a basketball 
inbounds. It can happen when a gym- 
nast lands straight-legged from a 
height. The person feels intense pain 
on the outside or’back of the knee.

About 80 percent of partial tears will 
heal to some degree — many of them 
very Well — without surgery. Lynch 
says. However, an ACL tom all the 
way through won’t heal by itself, and it 
can’t be sewn together successfully, 
Jansson and Lynch say. 

Shirley Zander of Wichita tore hers 
on a ski slope in Colorado. "It was so 
quick. I mean the left ski hooked on the 
right ski and threw my knee outward.f 
She tried therapy for several months, 
then went to Jansson in November 
1992. “He was a little reluctant because 
I’m old," says Zander. “AMhat point, I 
was his oldest ACL replacement. And. 
he said had I not been active, he proba- 
bly would not have done it." - She was 
52 at the time. 

“I went skiing November of ’93. I’m 
a volleyball player, too.

Knee injury 
prevention . 

The best way to prevent tear- 
ing an anterior cruciate ligament 
is to play sports safely. Sports 
physician Mary Lyncl\ lists How 
to avoid some common errors: 

BASKETBALL: Don’t try to 
grab. the ball and stop at the samc_ 
time, or to make a one-handed 
slam-dunk with a’360-dcgrcc 
turn. 

GYMNASTICS: Bend the leg 
-for-lundings^Nndiu-Gomancci-s- 
landings weren’t on straight legs, 
despite the way they may have 
looked. 

FOOTBALL: "Accelerate 

through your turns." It’s the same 
principle as driving a car. “If 
you’re putting the brake on goihg 
into the'eurve, you’re out of con- 
trol.” Emulate Walter Payton, 
who wns always.moving for- 
ward. 

SKIING: Loosen your bind- 
ings. Loosening them enough so 
that you can make yourself pop 
out of them with a hard lateral 
shift when you're standing still 
would prevent 96 pcrccnt-of the 
skiing ACL injuries. 

BASEBALL: Sliding into 
fixed bases can cause injuries, as 
can rounding second and chang- 
ing your mind. Another potential 
problem: the outfielder who 
flings himself forward when he’s 
short of the ball. 

TRACK: Watch out for the 
long jump, the triple jump and 
the high hurdles. 

GYMNASIUMS WITH SYN- 
THETIC FLOORS: Scruff the 
bottoms of shoes before playing, 
or get them good and dusty. 
Encourage maintenance crews to 
let the floors get dusty. It’s the 
same idea as putting sawdust or 
“sand” on dance floors.
